In sport, as in other things of life, history sometimes repeats 
itsolf—or at least, gives.a guide to future events, 

One of the biggest events in the immediate soccer future is the 
sixth World Cup to be’ played i in Sweden in Juno. What, 
judging by happenings in the previous, five, is the likely 


outcome? 


We take as our book of reference, “World Cup,” a comprehensive history 

" of the tournament by Brian Glanville and Jerry Weinstein (Robert 

Hale: 16s.). A study of it suggests that final victory in Sweden may 
well go to the team with the shrewdest manager. 


Take the eunrent champions, 
Germany. They came to the 
1054 tournament as rank out- 
siders, The brilliant Hungorians, 
under the masterful directlon of 
Gustav Sebes, were expected to 
walk awsy with the ti 

The Germans could not match 
Hungary Io soccer skills, but in 
manager Sepp Herberger they 
roduced a planner to outwit 
ches, 


Shrewd Move. 


Herberger'’s acheming was onc 
of the main — factors in 
Germany's sensational victory. 
His shrewdest move of all was 
to turn to his own advantage 
{he cumplleated: qualifying 
procedure, 

This allowed that a team 
could lose one of {ig two 
qualifying ‘games but get 
through to the quarter-finals by 
winning a play-off against a 
slde already beaten, 

Germony were due to play 
Hungary. Rather than tlre out 
hls gtar men, Herberber fielded 
a comparatively weak side, 
gombling on the fact that at full 
strength his team would be able 
tu account for Turkey. 


This is exsclly what happen- 
ed. Germany were swamped 
8-3 by Hungary, bul qualuied 
by beating ‘Murkey 7-2 in the 
pky-off, They. went on to beat 
Hungary in the final with « 
toam that was a vastly different 
Froposition from the one’ so 
heavily rdefented | earller In the 


Italy, under the 
guidance of . Vittorio Pozzo, 
became the only country to 
cetain the World Cup they won 
four years cariler, In 1038, in 


In Buenos Airos, and only the 
intervention of he police, who 
cpened fire to dispersc” the 


‘crowds, prevented more serious 


disturbances. 

Aso temult, Brazel abt Uruguay 
have never since taken part in 
a World Cup series in which 
the other has competed. 

Concluding thelr account of 
this first tournament, Glanville 
and Weinstein write: "The first 
chopter. of the World Cup was 
closed. There could be no 
mistaking the omens, The Workd 
Cup was a battle of prestige, of 
national honour. Its destiny was 
now Inevitable.”
